The  Christian 
Life  Conference

On  the  twenty-fourth,  twenty- 
fifth,  and  twenty-sixth  of  Octo- 
ber Joe  Palmer,  Garth  Fort,  Lynn 
Greer,  and  I went  to  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  as  MBA's  representa- 
tives to  the  Christian  Life  Con- 
ference. This  conference  was 
sponsored  by  Hutchison  School, 
which  is  a private  girls'  school 
with  an  enrollment  of  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  Accompany- 
ing us  was  Mr.  Tupper  Saussy, 
faculty  member. 

We  left  as  soon  as  school  was 
out  Friday  afternoon.  When  we 
arrived  in  Memphis,  we  went  di- 
rectly to  the  King  Cotton  Hotel, 
where  we  were  to  stay  over  the 
week  end.  Then  we  went  to 
Hutchison  School.  The  group 
meeting  began  that  evening  with 
a thirty-minute  devotional  period 
and  group  singing.  Then  we 
listened  to  a lecture  by  the  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  Bible  at 
Southwestern  University.  After 
the  lecture,  we  were  assigned  dif- 
ferent discussion  groups  where  we 
talked  over  the  lecture  we  had 
just  heard  and  enlarged  upon  his 
ideas.  Immediately  after  the  dis- 
cussion groups  was  a recreational 
period  which  lasted  till  11:30. 

The  next  morning  we  got  up  at 
8:00  and  went  to  the  school,  where 
we  ate  breakfast.  Then  we  listened 
to  a lecture  by  the  football  coach 
at  Southwestern,  followed  by  an- 
other period  of  discussion.  At 
noon  we  went  to  the  school  cafe- 
teria to  have  lunch.  Afterwards 
we  heard  a lecture  by  the  profes- 
sor of  English  at  Memphis  State 
University  and  then  held  another 
discussion  group. 

At  4:30  we  enjoyed  a ride  up 
the  Mississippi  River  on  the  Cot- 
ton Queen,  a showboat.  Coming 
back,  we  enjoyed  a box  supper. 
When  we  arrived  back  on  the  dock, 
we  went  back  to  the  school,  where 
we  heard  another  lecture  from  the 
professor  we  had  heard  the  night 
period.  This  was  followed  by  a 
recreational  period  in  the  gym. 

Sunday  morning  all  the  dele- 
gates were  invited  to  Idlewild 
Presbyterian  Church  for  Sunday 
services.  We  ourselves  left  Mem- 
phis about  noon,  ate  lunch  and 
dinner  on  the  road,  and  arrived 
back  in  Nashville  late  Sunday  eve- 
ning, ending  a very  enjoyable  and 
very  informative  week  end.

On  November  15,  several  MBA 
seniors  joined  about  250  of  their 
counterparts  from  the  Nashville 
area  in  going  to  Vanderbilt  to  take 
part  in  "Vanderbilt  University 
High  School  Day."  The  Day. 
sponsored  by  the  Alpha  Phi 
Omega  fraternity,  was  to  help  the 
students  select  the  proper  college 
for  them  and  to  give  an  idea  of 
life  on  the  college  campus. 

The  festivities  began  at  8:30  at 
Neely  Auditorium  with  the  wel- 
come delivered  by  Dean  Samuel 
F.  Babbit.  Vanderbilt  Dean  of 
Men.  The  theme  of  the  Day  was 
"Why  Go  to  College?"  and  the  an- 
swers given  were  the  cultural  and 
financial  advantages  gained.  It 
was  interesting  to  note  that  a col- 
lege graduate  earns  on  the  aver- 
age $100,000  more  over  a forty- 
year  working  period  than  the  non- 
college man.  Then  several  of  the 
leaders  on  the  campus  told  about 
the  extracurricular  life  at  Vandy, 
social,  religious,  and  athletic  ac- 
tivities; publications;  student  gov- 
ernment; and  Vandy  traditions. 

At  10:30  the  assemblage  broke 
up  to  form  groups  visiting  ( 1 ) the 
Nursing  School,  (2)  the  Engineer- 
ing School,  and  (3)  the  Liberal 
Arts  School.  Following  the  lunch 
at  Rand  Hall  and  a Vandy  pep 
rally,  the  seniors  topped  off  an  in- 
formative and  productive  day  by 
watching  the  Commodores  lick 
Tulane  University.

School  Enjoys  Interesting  Assembly  Programs 

On  November  11,  Veterans'  Day,  Brigadier  General  Brougher  spoke 
at  MBA  as  a representative  of  the  American  Legion  General  Brougher 
has  had  a colorful  career  in  the  Army,  traveling  throughout  the  world 
and  being  held  as  a prisoner  of  war  by  Japan  in  World  War  II.  In  his 
speech,  the  general  said  that  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  America  is 
symbolic  for  freedom,  democracy,  and  Christianity.  “We  often  take 
these  things  for  granted,”  he  said,  “but  we  must  preserve  our  great 
opportunities  by  defending  them  and  by  using  them  properly.”  He 
pointed  out  that  the  Russians  have  constructed  the  Iron  Curtain  to 
prevent  information  about  the  freedom  and  standard  of  living  from 
reaching  the  ears  of  the  Russian  subjects. 

General  Brougher  defined  de- 
mocracy as  meaning  that  all  men 
have  the  right  to  try  to  better 
themselves.  “It’s  the  same  in 
baseball,"  he  said.  "Every  man's 
success  is  based  on  what  he  docs 
with  his  talents." 

In  conclusion.  General  Brougher 
said  that  the  only  way  to  endure 
ordeals  such  as  his  experience  in 
the  Japanese  prison  camp  is  by 
faith  in  God  and  the  love  of  one’s 
family. 

About  two  weeks  ago,  Mr.  Joe 
Talbot,  an  alumnus  of  MBA,  and 
Mr.  Farrell,  an  associate  of  Mr. 

Talbot,  displayed  in  assembly 
their  musical  talent  on  the  elec- 
tric guitar.  Promoting  the  Hank 
Snow  Music  Center,  the  two  mu- 
sicians delighted  the  entire  school 
with  their  tunes  ranging  from  the 
rock-and-roll  to  the  hillbilly  field. 

On  Monday.  November  17,  the 
student  body  was  honored  to  hear 
Dr.  Fremont  P.  Wirth,  a profes- 
sor at  Peabody  College,  tell  about 
his  tour  of  Russia  with  a group  of 
educators  with  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  Soviet  educational 
program. 

The  professor  said  that  the  Rus- 
sian students  are  more  serious 
than  their  American  counterparts 
in  their  studies.  The  reason  for 
that  fact  is  that,  as  Dr.  Wirth 
narrated,  success  in  education  is 
the  only  highway  a Russian  can 
travel  to  success  in  later  life.  Fail- 
ure in  school  results  in  a Com- 
rade's employment  in  a factory  or 
on  a farm. 

Dr.  Fremont  said,  however,  that 
generally  the  teachers  in  the 
United  States  are  more  qualified 
and  actually  better  than  the  Soviet 
educators.  Also,  their  schools  are 
not  nearly  so  well-lighted  or  mod- 
em as  our  own.  However,  the 
doctor  was  very  much  impressed 
with  the  excellent  discipline  in  the 
U.S.S.R. 

In  conclusion,  the  professor  said 
that,  as  a whole,  our  program  of 
education  is  superior  to  that  of 
Russia,  and  that  we  should  take 
advantage  of  our  great  opportu- 
nity.
